louse of parliament. The houses of par- 
iament and government offices were 
severely shaken and considerable damage 
was done. 
The report of the explosion 


was heard hi Downing street Great ex- 
citement prevailed snd immense crowds 
assembled at the scene of the explosion, 
the origin of the explosion is wrapped in 
mystery, but is believed to have been 
caused by dynamite. 


The explosion occurred-close to the 


house of lords, near Westminster hall 
It is reported that the explosive was 
placed iu the crypt under the building. 
Policeman Hart said tbe force of the 
shock was tremendous and was felt at • 
great distance. 
The amount of damage 


done 1* very great lUmors «re current 
at this hour that another explosion oc- 
curred at two o'clock this afternoon at 
the London tower. 


The excitement increases with every 


moment and the city is filled with flying 
rumor*. 
There were two explosions 


instead of on* as flnt supposed. The 
second- came shout three minutn alter 
the first. On* wa* near the boose of 
commons and the other st Westminster 
ball.

The detective

' Rumor* regarding the explodon at 
London tower are confirmed. 
The out- 


rage was the most successful yet made 
upon any of the public buildings since 
the inauguration of the present era of 
dynamite warfare. 
; The famous old 


building was crowded with visitors at 
the tune and the, wildest rumors 
nre in circulation as to the number of 
person* injured. 
These rumors are be- 


ing circulated through the city and arc 
constantly exaggerated by visitors .pres- 
ent at the time. 
Up to 4 o'clock but 


fifteen persons have been officially re- 
ported «s injured by tho explosion, none 
mortally. 


The attack was made on that portion 


of the building 
known as "White 


Tower." It wn* fairly filled with visitors 
at the time, and most if not 'all, of those 
hurt were moving about in the tower 
at the time of the explosion. The tower 
is almost completely wrecked by the 
force of the explosion. The roof was 
blown clear off the structure and all per 
sons known to have been injured were 
visitors. The police the moment they 
realized the nature of the explosion ef- 
fectually barred nil egress from the tower 
arid are now subjecting every person de- 
tained to a most rigid .search upon the 
theory that the attack was perpetrated 
by some person or persons iaaide the 
premises. 
: 


Saturday being the usual visiting day 


at the houses of parliament, the build- 
inrigs contained a large number of sight 
seekers nt the time of the explosion. 
Immediately before the first explosion 
a lady visitor who was alone, and about 
to enter tho Westminster hall, beckoned 
to a policeman and called his attention to 
a package lying upon the Mops outside 
of the Crypt. The policeman picked up 
the package carelessly, not suspecting 
anything, and went with with it out to 
Westminster hall. He no sooner reached 
the hall than the package exploded, 
causing fatal injuries. The shock also 
prostrated two policemen and n mau and 
woman near. 


The windows in Westminster hall were 


blown into atoms. Gladstone's scat in 
the hons? of commons was badly bro.kcu. 
The visitors iu the homo of commons 
were panic stricken and many ladies 
were badly crushed in the rush for tho 
doors and the lobby \™s completely de- 
molished. 


A cluo to tho perpetrators is thought 


to have been discovered. 
Just before 


the explosion a man and woman passed 
between them a hand bog just outride 
the parliament yard and then entered a February. 


closed carriage and drove rapidly away. 
They had not gone for when' the report 
of the exploeion was heard and the cab 
man stopped his vehicle aud the man 
and woman at once leaped out, but the 
cabman soon caught them and they were 
held until the police arrived. 


It in a prevalent belief that the de- 


structive agent was earned into the 
house by visitors. The extent of damages 
is much greater than was at first suppos- 
ed. The western extremity of the house 
was wrecked and there js no doubt bat 
the explosive was placed ander the piers 
of the gallery on the government side of 
the house. All the -;woodwork on that 
port of the building is shattered and a 
wide hole was made -through the floor. 
The gallery was displaced and even the 
solid stone work of tie doorways were 
pulverized. 


A large number of visitors at the 
'White Tower," 'when the 
second 


explosion occnrrud, were children who 
lad their faces sad hands badly torn by 
the broken glass.

The subject of Dr. Talmage's sermon 


Sunday was: "The Looking-glass of th 
GoepeL" "The opening hymn was: 


There Is a fountain filled with blood 


Drawn frompmmanuers veins." 


The text was Exodus xxxviii, 


"And he made the. laver of brass, anc 
the foot of it of brass of the looking 
glasses of the women assembling.' 


We often hear, said Dr. .Talmage 


about the gospel in John and the gospe 
in Lake and the gospel in Matthew, bu 
there is just as surely a gospel of Moses 
and a gospel of Jeremiah and a gospel o 
David. In other words. Christ 
certainly to be found in the old testamen 
as in the new. When the Israelites were 
marching through the wildetneaa they 
carried their church with them. The, 
colled it the Tabernacle. It was a pitohet 
tent; Tery costly, very beautiful. Th 
frame work was made of forty-eigh 
boards of acacia wood, set in sockets o 
silver. The curtains of the place were o 
purple and scarlet and bine and fine linen 
and wen hung with most artistic loops 
The candlestick of that tabernacle had 
shaft and branch and bowl of solid gold 
and the figures of cherubim tha 
stood 
there 
had 
rings 
of gold 


and lamps of gold, and snuffers o 
gold, and tongs of gold, and rings 
of gold, so that skepticism has some 
times askod, "Where did all tha 
precious -material come from?" 
is not my place to furnish the praoiona 
stone*, it is only to tell that they 
there. 
• 


I wish now more especially to speak o 


the laver that was built in the midst o 
that ancient tabernacle. It waa a grea 
basin from which the priests washed 
their hands and feet. The water came 
down from the baain in sponta and passed 
awmy after cleansing. This laver or basin 
was made out of the looking-glasses o 
the women who had frequented the tab- 
ernacle, and who bad made these their 
contribution to. the furniture.. These 
looking-glasses were not made of glass, 
but they were brazen. The brass was 
of* a very superior quality and polishec 
until it reflected easily the features of 
ihoee who looked into it 
So that this 


layer of looking-glasses spoken of in my 
text did doable work; it not only fur- 
nished the water in which the priests 
washed themselves, bnt it also on its 
shining polished surface pointed out the 
spots of pollution on the face which 
needed ablution. 
Now, my Christian 


friends, as everything in that ancient tab- 
ernacle wan suggestive of religious truth, 
and for the most part positively symbol- 
ical of truth, I shall take that laver of 
ooking-glassee spoken of in the text 


all suggestive of the gospel, which 


irst shows us our sins as in a mirror and 
then washes them away by divine ablu- 
tion. 


"Oh, happy day, happy day. 


When Jesus washed my sins away." 
I have to say that this is the only 


ooking-glaea in which a mancanBeehim- 
self as he is. There are some mirrors 
ihat flatter the features and make yon 
ook better than you are. 
Then there 


are other mirrors that distort your feo- 
inres and make yon look worse than you 
are. Bnt I want to tell you that this 
coking-glass of the goepel knows a man 
nat as ho is. 
When the priests entered 


he ancient tabernacle one glance at the 
rarnished aide of this laver showed 
them their need of cleansing. 
So this 


gospel shows the soul its need of divine 
washing. "All have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God,*" that is one 
showing. 
"All we, like sheep, have 


gone astray;" that IB another showing. 
'From the crown of the head to the 
sole of the foot thero ia no health in 
us;'.' that is another showing. 
The 


world calls these defects, imperfections 


eccentricities, 
"wild oats," 


or erratic behavior, 
or 
"high living;" 


>ut the gospel calls them sin, transgrea- 
ion, filth, the abominable thing that 
God hates. 
It waa just one glance at 


hat mirror; that made Paul cry out: 
'Oh, wretched man that I am, who shall 
deliver me from tho body of this death?" 
and that mode David cry out: "Purge 
me with hyssop and I shall bo clean;" 
nd made Martin Luther cry out: "Oh, 
ty sins, my sins!" 
I am not talking 


bout bod habits. 
Toil and I do not 


ood any Bible to tell us that bad habits 


wrong; that blasphemy and evil- 


peaking are wrong. 
But I am talking 


f a sinful nature, the source of all bod 
noughts as 
well as all bod tui- 


tion. The Apostle Paul calls their roll 
in the first chapter of Romans. 
They 


are a regiment of death encamping 
around every heart, holding it in a tyro- 
uy from which nothing but the grace of 
God con deliver it. 


Hero, for instance, is ingratitude. Who 


has not been guilty of that sin?. If a 
man hands us a glass of water, we say 
"Thank you." But for the ten thoasanc 
mercies that we are every day receiving 
from the hand of God how little expres- 
sions of gratitude—for thirst slaked, fo 
hanger fed, for shelter and sunshine and 
sound sleep and clothes to wear—how 
little thanks! I suppose there are men 
fifty ycara of age who have never ye 
been down on theirkueesin thanksgiving 
to God for his goodness. Besides tha 
ingratitude of our hearts there is 
pride—who has not felt it?—pride tha 
will not submit to God, that wants its 
own way—a nature that prefers wrong 
sometimes instead of right; that prefers 
to wallow instead of to rise up. I dono 
care what you call that; I am not goinj 
to quarrel with any theologian or an; 
man who makes pretensions to theology 
I do not care whether yon ca] 
it total depravity or something else; . 
simply make the announcement. God' 
word affirmed and confirmed by the ex 
perieuce of hundreds of people in this 
hpuse, the imagination of the heart o: 
maa is evil from youth. '-There is none 
that doeth good; no. not one." We 
have a bad nature. We were born wit! 
it. We got it from our parents; they go 
it from their parents. Our thoughts are 
wrong. 
Our action is wrong. 
Our 


whole life ia obnoxious to God before con 
version, and after conversion not one gooc 
thing in us but that which the grace of 
Godhasplantedandfostered. "Well,"yon 
say, "I can't believe that to be so." Ah 
my dear brother, that is because yon have 
never looked into this laver of looking 
glasses. 


If yon could catch a glimpse of your 


natural heart before God, you would cr; 
out in amazement and' alarm. The ver1 
first thing this gospel does is to cut dowi 
our pride and self-sufficiency. If * nun 
does not fcel his lost and rained con 
dition before God, he does not want any 
gospel I think the reason that there 
are so few conversions in this) day ia be- 
cause the tendency of the preaching is" 
to make men believe that they are pretty 
good any how—quite clever, only want- 
ing a little fitting up—* few touches o 
divine grace, and then .yoa will be al 
right; instead of proclaiming the broai 
deep truth that Parson and Baxter am 
Whitfield thundered to a race trembling 
on the verge of infinite and eternal dis- 
aster. "Now," says some one, "can this 
really be true?. Have we all gone astray 
b there no good in us?" In Hampton 
court I saw a room where the four walls 


of moral deformity, every spot of 
taint.

covered with lookiag-glassn, 


it 'made no difference wblcli way you 
looked you saw yourself. And so it is in 
this gospel of Christ If you once step 
within its fell precincts you will find your 
whole character reflected, every feature 


ipotof moral 
word of God, 


its first announcement is that we are 
lost, I-oare not, my brethren, how 
magnificently you may hsvve been bom, 
or what may may have been your heri- 
tage or ancestry, yon are lost by reason 
of sin. "Buy'yon say. "what is the 
use of all this—of snowing a man's 
faults when he can't get rid of them?" 
None! What was the use of that bur- 
nished surface to this laver of looking- 
glasses spoken of in the text, if it only 
ihowed the spoto on the countenance and 
iheneed of washing, and there was nothing 
towashwith? Glory be to God, I find thai 
this laver of looking-glasses was filled 
with fresh water every morning, and the 
priest no sooner looked on its banished 
side and saw need of cleansing than he 
washed and was clean—glorious type of 
the gospel of my Lord Jesus, that first 
shows-a man his sin and then washes it 
ill away. I want you to notice that this 
[aver in which the priest washed—the 
aver of looking-gli 
filled with 


xeeh water every morning. Theflervanu* 
of the tabernacle brought the water in 
racketa and poured it into this (aver. So 
t is with the gospel of Je&na Christ; it 
has a fresh salvation every jday. It is 
not a stagnant pool filled with accumula- 
ted corruptions. 
It in. living water 


which is brought from the eternal rock to 
wash away the sins of yesterday—of one 
moment ago. "Oh," says someone, "I 
vaa a Christian twenty years ago." That 
does not mean any thing to me. What 
re yon now? We are not talking, my 
>rother, about pardon ten years ago, but 
about pardon now—a fresh salvation. 
Suppose a time of war was to come, and I 
could show the government that I hod been 
oval to it twelve years ago, would that 
excuse me from taking an oath of allegi- 
ance now? Suppose' yon ask me about 
my physicial health, and I should say I 
was well fifteen years, ago; that does not 
ay I am now. The gospel of Jesus 
Jhrist cornea and demands present alle- 
giance, present fealty, .present moral 
lealth, and vet how many Christians 
here are seeking to live entirely in post 
experience, who seem to have no ex- 
>erience of present mercy and pardon. 
Vhen I was on the sea, and there came 
up a great storm, and officers and crew 
and passengers all thought we must go 
lown, I began to think of my life in- 
urance, and whether, if I were taken 
away, my family would be cared for; and 
hen I thought: Is the premium paid 
ip? 'And I said" yes. Thou I felt com- 
prtable. Yet there axe men who, in re- 
igions matters, are looking back to post 
nsurance. They have let it run out, 
and they have nothing for the present, 
no hope nor pardon—falling bock on the 
aid insurance policy of ton, twenty, 
hirty years ago. If I want to find out 
low a friend feels toward me, do I go to 
he drawer and find some old yellow let- 
em written to me ten or twelve years 
ago? No; I go to the letter that waa 
tamped the day before yesterday in tho 
)ostoflice, and I And how lie feels toward 
no. It is not in regard to old commu- 
lications which we had with Jesus 
)hriat, it is communications we have 
ow. Aro we not in sympathy with him 
o-day, and in ho not in sympathy with 
s? Do not spend HO much ofyourtimein 
iinting in tno wardrobe fortueoldworn- 
ntshoes of Christian profession. Come 
ow ami takethftglittoringrobo of Christ's 


righteousness from tho Savior's hand. 


Yoa sey yon were pbmged in the fountain 
of the Savior's mercy * quarter of a oen- 
tnryago. That is nothing to me. I tell 
yoa to wash now in this laver of look 
rng-glasses and have your sool made 
clean. 


I also notice in regard to this laver 0 


looking-glasses spoken of in the text tha 
the priests always washed both hands 
and feet So the gospel of Jesus Chris 
must touch the very extremeties of oar 
moral nature.. A man can not fence oi 
a small part'of his soul and' say: "Noi 
this is to be a garden in which I will have 
all the fruits and flowers of Christian 
character, while outside shall be the 
devil's commons." No,-no; it will be al 
garden or none, 
I sometimes hear 


people say, "He is a very good man, ex- 
cept in politics." Then he is not a good 
man. 
A religion that will not take a 


man through an autumn election will no 
be worth any thing to him in Jane, Jab 
and Angnat They say he is a usefu 
eort of a man, but he overreaches in a 
bargain. I deny the statement. If he is a 
Christian anywhere, he will be one in his 


It is very easy to be good 


tho prayer meeting, „ with surroundings 
kindly and blessed, but not so easy to 
be a Christian behind the counter, where 
by one skillful twitch of the goods you 
can hides flaw in the silk so Out the 
customer can not see it Bis very easy 
•to be a Christian with a psalm book ii 
your hand and a bible on your'lap, bo 
not so easy when you can go into a sho] 
and falsely tell the merchant you can'ge 
those goods at a cheaper rate in another 
store, SB that he will sell them to yoa 
cheaper than he can afford to sell them. 
The fact is, the religion of Christ is all 
pervasive. If you rent a house, yon ex 
pect full possession, of it. You say 
"Where are the keyaof those rooma. If! 
pay for this whole house, I want 
ion of those rooms." And the grace o 
God, when it comes to a soul, takes ful 
possession of a man or goes am; 
and takes no possession. 
It wi] 


•ransack every room in the heart— 
every room in the life—from cellar to 
attic, touching the very extremeties o 
his nature. The priesbwashednaDds and 
feet 


I remark farther that this laver of 


looking-glasses spoken of in the text 
a very large laver. I always thought 
from the fact that so many washed there 
and also' from the fact that Solomoi 
afterward when he copied that laver in 
the temple, bniltit on a very large scale 
that it was large; and so suggestive o 
the gospel of Jesus Christ and salvation 
by Him—vast in its provisions. The 
whole world may come and wash in this 
laver and be clean. I do not now thin] 
of a single passage that says a small sin 
ner may be saved, bat I do think o 
passages that say a great sinner may be 
saved. If there be sins only faintly lined, 
just a little tinged, so faintly oolore. 
that 700 can hardly see them, there is no 
special pardon promised in the bible for 
those sins: but If they be glaring red like 
crimson, then theyshallbeassnow. Now 
my brother, I do not stale this to pat * 
premium npon great iniquity. I merely 
say this to encourage that man in this 
house who feels he is so far gone from 
God that there ia no mercy for him. ] 
waut to tell him then is a good chance. 
Why, Paul was * murderer; he assistex 
at the execution of Stephen, and yet Pau 
was saved. Tha dying thief did every 
thing. The dying thief was saved. It 
ia a vast laver. Go and tell every body 
to come and wash in it 
Let them oome 


up from th* penitentiaries and wash 
away their crimes. Let them come ap 
from the alms-houses and wash away 
their poverty. Let them oome ap from 
their graves and wash away their death. 
If there be any one so worn oat in sin 
that he can not get up to the laver yoa 
will take hold of his head and pot your 
arms around him, and I will take hold ol 
his feet and we will plunge him in this 
glorious Bethesda, the vast laver of God's 
mercy and salvation. In Solomons's 
temple there were ten lavers, and one 
molten sea—this great reservoir in the 
midst of the temple filled with water; 
these lavers and this molten sea adorned 
with figures of palm branch and' oxen 
and lions and cherubim. This fountain 
of God's mercy is a vaster molten sea than 
that It is shadowed, not with palm 
branches, bnt with the wood of the cross; 
not with cherubim, bnt with the wings 
of the Holy Ghost; and around its great 
nm all the race may come and wash in 
the molten sea. I was reading of Alex- 
ander the great, who, when he was very 
thirsty and standing at the head of his 
army, had brought to him a cup of water. 
He looked off upon Us host and said: "] 
can not drink this, my men are all thirsty," 
and he dashed it to the ground. Blessed 
be God! 
There is enough water 


for all the host—enough for captains 
and host. 
"Whosoever 
will may 


come and partake of the water of 
life freely"—a laver broad as the earth, 
high as the heavens and deep as hell: 


Bat I notice also in regard to the layer 


of looking-glasses spoken of in the text 
that tho waehing-rin it was imperative 
and not optional When the priests 
came into tie tabernacles-yon will find 
this in the thirtieth chapter of Eiodns— 
9od tells them that they most wash in 
this laver or die." "But,1' says the 
priest, "there is water just as clean as 
Jiis—why won't that do?" "Wash 
iere," says God, "or die!" So it is with 
ho gospel of Christ—it is imperative. 
There is only this alternative: Keep 
our sins and perish, or wash them away 
and live. "But," says some one, "why 
could not God have made more ways 
0 heaven than one?" I do not know 
>ut He could have made half a dozen. 
1 know He made bnt one. 
You say: 


'Why not have a long line of boats run- 
ning from here to heaven ?" I can not 
lay, but I simply know that there is on- 
y one boat. 
You aay: "Are thore hot 


rees as luxuriant as that on Calvary- 
more luxuriant, for that hod neither 
mrla nor, blossoms; it was stripped and

Yes, yes; there have been 


allor trees than that and more luxuriant 
mt the only path to heaven is under 
hat one tree.
